REPORT OF TOWN MEETING 
MARCH 5, 1975 


The meeting was called to order by the Moderator, Horace R. 
Williams, at 7:30 P.M. Mr. Williams called on Dr. William S. Litterick, 
Pastor of the Newton Junction Baptist Church, for the Invocation. 


Mr. Ellery F. Atwood made a motion and it was seconded to rescind 
any time limit to speak by the Moderator as an abridgment of speech of 
any voter as voters may require more time to speak. That a vote be 
recorded by the Moderator and the vote of the body shall prevail. The 
vote was taken with 66 voting yes and 49 no. 


The Moderator read the results of the balloting on Articles I and 3 
on Tuesday, March 4, 1975. 


ARTICLE 2. It was moved and seconded to accept the budget as 
printed in the Town Report and make appropriations of the same. 


On a motion by Mr. John F. Swasey, Jr., it was voted to amend the 
budget so that the Librarian and Assistant Librarian’s salaries will be 
$3.00 per hour and to increase the Library budget $870.00 for a total 
Library budget of $8,465.00. 


The article as amended was voted in the affirmative. 


ARTICLE 3. Results of balloting on this article were read earlier by 
the Moderator. 


ARTICLE 4. On a motion by Mr. Atwood, it was voted to accept the 
reports of the Town Officers as printed in the Town Report. 


ARTICLE 5. It was voted to authorize the Selectmen to hire money 
in anticipation of taxes. 


ARTICLE 6. It was voted to authorize the Selectmen to sell property 
acquired by Tax Collector’s deed or through Old Age Assistance, or any 
other property of the Town not used for public purpose. 


Mr. Atwood made a motion and it was seconded that the town apply 
for all Class V funds which are on record with the state, specifying the 
roads including Bancroft Road, and in compliance with a letter that the 
Selectmen have on file. This motion received a negative vote. 


ARTICLE 7. It was voted that the Town raise and appropriate 
$337.11 to receive $2,247.42 that the State will contribute for Class 
V roads. 


ARTICLE 8. It was voted that the Town raise and appropriate a sum 
not to exceed $500.00, to be paid as rent to the Newton Junction 
Firemen’s Association for the year 1975, said rent not to exceed the 
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amount of taxes assessed against the Newton Junction Firemen’s Asso- 
ciation for the year 1975 and any sum in excess of the taxes to be re- 
turned by said Association to the Town. 


It was voted to act on Article 16 before Articles 9 through 15. 


Mr. Atwood made a motion and it was seconded to defeat Article 16. 
The motion received a negative vote. 


ARTICLE 16. The motion was made and seconded to rescind the 
action taken on Article 12 at the 1974 Town Meeting and return the 
sum of $25,000 plus the interest that has accrued to the General Rev- 
enue Sharing Account. The motion was defeated. 


ARTICLE 9. It was voted to raise and appropriate the sum of $600 
for ambulance service by the Town of Kingston for the year 1975. 
Residents using the ambulance will still pay for the service, this appro- 
priation will cover the calls made by the Police and Fire Departments. 


ARTICLE 10. The motion was made and seconded to raise and appro- 
priate the sum of $50.00 for the Sea Coast Regional Development As- 
sociation. The motion received a negative vote. 


ARTICLE 11. It was voted to raise and appropriate the sum of 
$1,200.00 for the Greater Salem Community Mental Health Centre. 


ARTICLE 12. It was voted to pass over Article 12, “‘to see if the Town 
will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $30,000 for the pre- 
liminary work at the Newton disposal area in an attempt to conform 
to State and Federal pollution standards, for either an Incineration 
plant or a Sanitary land fill system, and to engage a qualified engineering 
firm for this purpose”’. 


ARTICLE 13. It was moved and seconded to raise the Salary of the 
Fire Chief from $300 to $600 and appropriate the money for this 


purpose. 


Mr. Wallace B. Nyberg made a motion and it was seconded to amend 
this article to rescind the present Fire Chief’s salary of $300 a year and 
instruct him to bill the Town at present hourly rate of pay for any 
extra work he may be called on to do outside of fire fighting and drills. 
The amendment received a negative vote. 


The original motion on this article was voted in the affirmative. 


ARTICLE 14. It was moved and seconded to raise and appropriate 
the sum of $5,000 to be put into a Capital Reserve Fund toward the 
future purchase of fire equipment. 


It was voted to amend this motion to take the $5,000 for this article 
from the Revenue Sharing Funds. 


The motion as amended to take the $5,000 from the Revenue Sharing 
funds to be put into a Capital Reserve Fund toward the future purchase 
of fire equipment was voted in the affirmative. 


ARTICLE 15. It was moved and seconded to remove the office of 
Constable from the ballot in accordance with New Hampshire Revised 
Statutes Annotated Chapter 41:47. The motion was defeated. 


ARTICLE 17. It was voted to pass over Article 17, ‘“‘to see if the 
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Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $400 from Revenue 
Sharing Funds for the construction of a fire protection road on town 
forest land, Hadley Road”. This was voted in Article 16 at the 1974 
Town Meeting. 


ARTICLE 18. It was voted to pass over Article 18, “‘to see if the 
Town will vote to appropriate the sum of $16,000 from Revenue 
Sharing Funds to construct a new bridge at the outlet of Country Pond 
in Webster’s Grove’. 


ARTICLE 19. It was voted to appropriate the sum of $4,400 from 
the Revenue Sharing Funds for the purchase of a new Police cruiser to 
replace the 1973 cruiser. 


ARTICLE 20. It was voted to appropriate the sum of $1,500 from 
the Revenue Sharing Funds to purchase firemen’s helmets for the use 
by the Newton Fire Department. 


ARTICLE 21. It was voted to appropriate the sum of $900 from the 
Revenue Sharing Funds to purchase an electric pump for use by the 
Newton Fire Department. 


ARTICLE 22. On a motion by Mr. Donald Norman, it was voted to 
authorize the Selectmen to purchase the Kelly lot on Main Street and 
to release the $5,000 appropriated last year from Revenue Sharing 
Funds for this purpose. Said lot to be used for new site for Gale Library. 


ARTICLE 23. It was voted to appropriate the sum of $15,000 from 
the Revenue Sharing Funds for the purpose of preparing the lot and 
moving the Gale Library building. 


ARTICLE 24. It was voted to appropriate the sum of $2,000 from 
the Revenue Sharing Funds, to be added to last years appropriation, for 
the construction of a recreational area on the land owned by the Rec- 
reation and Conservation Commissions. 


ARTICLE 25. It was voted to appropriate the sum of $6,000 from 
the Revenue Sharing Funds for the construction of a double tennis 
court on the land under control of the Recreation and Conservation 
Commissions. 


ARTICLE 26. It was moved and seconded that no one outside of the 
Town of Newton shall be on the Newton Police Dept, or Dire Dept. as a 
paid employee. This includes training sessions by Police or Fire Depts. 
as well as being on the full time roster of either Police or Fire Depts. 
This also applies to either Auxiliary or Reserve personnel. An extreme 
emergency or disaster would allow out of Town individuals to get paid 
per order of a citizen vote at the next following Town Meeting. This 
motion received a negative vote. 


ARTICLE 27. The motion was made and seconded to change By- 
Laws of the Newton Fire Dept. whereby the Fire Chief shall be on the 
Town Ballot and be voted on for a three year term by the voters of the 
Town of Newton and that this article be acted on by paper ballot. 
Results of the paper ballot were: Yes 48 No 128 Blanks 2 


ARTICLE 28. On a motion by Mr. Earl E. Morse, Jr., it was voted to 
table Article 28, ‘‘to see if the Town will vote to adopt a policy whereby 
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any item or article purchased by any department head in the Town of 
Newton, if in excess of $100 shall be put out for public bidding in the 
usual manner according to Law’’. 


ARTICLE 29. The Selectmen asked the opinion of the voters on 
forming a board of assessors, elected or appointed. The majority 
present approved. 


The Selectmen asked the opinion of the voters about purchasing land 
on Country Pond for a Recreational Park, about 10 acres going into 
Wenmark Grove. A discussion was held concerning this not being done 
with Revenue Sharing Funds and the matter of calling a special Town 
Meeting as this land is on the market. The majority approved. 


Mr. Lucien Cloutier brought up the matter of the bridge over the 
railroad on Pond Street, as big trucks and school buses cannot use it 
now. On a motion by Mr. Cloutier, it was voted to ask the Selectmen 
to get a price for next years Town Meeting for repairing and bringing 
the bridge up about 5 tons more and to have an article in the warrant. 


The Moderator appointed Chester Bearce to the Board of Adjustment; 
Donald Norman, Joseph Francoeur and Eugene Harding to the Finance 
Committee; and Ronald Cypher to the Water Board. 


Meeting adjourned at 12:03 A.M.

Fish and Game Club, The Conservation Commission sponsored Hugh 
Stouppe, Jr. at the New Hampshire Conservation Camp in June. 

Mr. and Mrs. Roland Chase donated an old time cobbler shop to the 
Conservation Commission to hold in trust for the Town of Newton as 
part of the Newton New Hampshire Historical Society Heritage Village. 
Forrest Reynolds directed members of the Commission in some re- 
storation work on the shop. It is the aim of the Commission and the 
Historical Society to have a display of old tools in the shop when the 
Marshall House is open to the public. 

Forrest Reynolds and Robert Young erected a flag pole in front of 
the Marshall House. 

Alan Nason and Mrytle Rogers attended the annual meeting of the 
New Hampshire Association of Conservation Commissions in Andover 
in November. Mrs. Rogers was re-elected president of the NHACC. 

Several members attended a regional meeting on mosquito control 
and are prepared to work with the selectment on this program. 

An access road has been bulldozed by Chet Bearce on the Hadley 
Road property so that work can continue on the town forest.

Once again I would like to take this opportunity to thank the towns 
people for the support and co-operation they have given the police 
Dept. through the year and I would like also to thank all the town 
officials and all town departments for thehelp and assistance they gave 
us also.

From Jan. 1 — Dec. 31 I have responded to a total of 189 calls or 
complaints. 

The total number of dogs licensed this year is 291 including 7 
kennel permits. 

The total number of dogs picked up is 91, 34 were placed, and 57 
destroyed. 

A permanent leash law has been put into effect and the main reason 
for my backing of the ordance is 24 reported dog bites and 19 com- 
plaints of dogs or cats running livestock or fowl.
